Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a slideshow presentation featuring clips of extreme adult commercial 
entertainment content (such as extreme violence and sexual violence), with limited context, 
classified by the Classification Office in support of its submission to the Ministry of Culture and 
Heritage’s Convergence and Content Consultation as part of The New Zealand Government 





Convergence Programme. 


Where a publication is likely to cause injury to the public good its availability must be restricted. 
This publication features extreme commercial entertainment content, extracted from other 
publications, some of which have previously been classified as objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. The 
publication is likely to be highly shocking and disturbing to younger viewers in a way that causes 
harm, prompting the need for a restriction. This reasonably reflects the values of New Zealanders 
with respect to extreme violence and sexual violence being limited from the purview of children 
and teenagers. The publication is thus classified as above to reflect the purpose of which the 
publication is intended to be used, that is, to edify those interested in the Classification Office 
and the development of content regulation policy in New Zealand. The upon-request availability 
of the publication also limits its potential distribution. While the classification encroaches on the 
right to freedom of expression it does so in such a way that is reasonable and justifiable, in terms 
of the New Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990.
